The fears of the existence of the 
death-watch beetle in the roof of St. 
Patrick's: Cathedral have been con- 
firmed. But-there is ‘no immediate 
danger to the roof, an Jrish Times 
reporter was. informed yesterday by 
the Dean, the Very: Rev. D. F. R. 
Wilson. The matter is being 
attended to, and there ig no cause 
for alarm, . 

This is. believed to be the first 
appearance of the death-watch beetle 
in Ireland, though it is common in 
England, where it has ravaged some 
of the most venerable roofs in that 
country, including the roof of 
Westminister Hall. The ordinary 
furniture boring beetle is known in 
Ireland, ‘and some other kinds. of 
beetle which make a clicking noise, 
similar to, but not so pronounced as 
the -death-watch beetle, The latter 
operates by tunnelling, as do the 
more’ common. varieties, but there 
are distinctive _differences in “the 
kind of hole it bores.

taxation by £4,000,000,000. Money 
is not all that he demands; work 
also must be contributed. Pro- 
duction must be maintained, while 
simultaneously millions of men 
are being withdrawn from in- 
dustry and agriculture into the 
fighting forces. It will not be pro- 
duction .of the old type. The 
President has given a clear wari- 
ing that all ‘‘ non-essential ” 
production—that is to say, the 
manufacture of goods which are 
not necessary, directly or. in- 
directly, to the conduct of ‘the 
‘war—will be forbidden, while the 
United States concentrates her 
gigantic resources upon the pro- 
duction of munitions, food, and 
the other necessities of the coming 
years. He contemplates the 
“total mobilisation of all our 
men and women, all our equip- 
ment and all our materials.”’ 
Citizens will be drafted, as in 
Great Britain, from the ‘“‘less 
essential” to the “ more essen- 
tial ” trades; and on an average 
citizens will be required to limit 
their personal expenditure to £125 
worth of goods and services. 

The President offers one crumb 
of consolation.. He indicates that 
his demand’ for £25,000,000,000 
will be the limit of his budgetary 
exactions; he will not ask more 
in any succeeding year, because 
there will be no necessity to ask 
more. “This Budget,’’ he says, 
‘“‘represents, the maximum pro- 
gramme for waging war.’’ The 
United States is approaching the 
limit of its capacity to produce 
guns, ships and aircraft. It-has 
not yet reached that limit, but 
the peak will be reached next 
year. He has not explained how 
the necessary taxation can. be 
obtained ; that, presumably, will 
be elucidated in the very near 
future, when it will give Congress 
food for thought. President 
Roosevelt is a courageous man, 
and he refuses to do things by 
halves.. Already he has hinted 
that he may seek powers to limit 
any American’s income to a trifle 
over £1,500 a year—which isa

Inde 
we sometimes ordered a side no of 
hors d’euvres down to our cabins 
just to keep the digestive system in 
running order between meals!
